‘Orem Police Detective Gerald 
lHielsen said the Los Angeles gang 
1own as the Bloods has been identi- 
2d in Utah County. 

“Our department has identified 10 
lb 15 people known to be members of 
e Bloods gang,” said Nielsen. 

i The Bloods started as a street gang 
Los Angeles, an area now home to 
4a estimated 70,000 members of close 
lh 100 different gangs. 

The L.A. gangs differentiate them- 
lves by the color of clothes they 
ear. The Bloods are identified by 
he color red. 

| The gang, which once occupied only 
A., is now involved in the distribu- 
on and sale of narcotics in several 


cities throughout the country, said 
Capt. Duane Fraser of the Provo Po- 
lice. Although Provo has had almost 
no gang activity, Orem formed a spe- 
cial task force to combat the problem. 

“They (the gang) came several 
months ago and we cracked down on 
them hard,” said Nielsen. “We had 
incidents of alleged members intimi- 
dating the workers of a fast food place 
and beating up other juveniles for no 
reason.” 

Nielsen said alleged members have 
also been arrested for possession of 
concealed weapons. He said after a 
sweep by the gang task force, activity 
died down and members disappeared. 

Betty Sawyer, executive director 
of Black Affairs for Utah, cautioned 
against taking the gangs’ recent pres- 
ence in Utah lightly. 

“We can’t say there is no problem. 
That’s what they said in Los. Ange- 
les,” said Sawyer. “We in Utah must 
address the situation now, before the 


gangs get a foundation here. 

While riding with Patrolman 
Charles Wakamatsu of the Orem Po- 
lice Friday evening, University Mall 


security reported juveniles “showing 


colors” (wearing red bandanas signi- 
fying allegiance). 
Fraser and Nielsen said the major- 


ity of the juveniles are only emulating 


the gangster style. “Most of them are 
‘wanna-be’ gangsters,” said Waka- 
matsu. 

Fraser said alleged gang activity in 


Utah County is not characteristic of 


the activity in California. “We have 
really only seen alleged members 
fighting and bullying other people. 
The main interest of the real Bloods is 
dealing narcotics.” 

Fraser and Nielsen said there is not 
the problem there is in California. 
However, both departments said 
they intend to take the necessary 
steps to prevent the foundation of any 
gang activity.

Computer 
therapy aids 
depressed

NEW YORK — Depressed pa- 


tients who were treated by computer 


during an experiment improved as 
much as those who consulted a human 


therapist, suggesting an economical 
treatment for a condition afflicting 
millions. 


Computerized therapy may one 
day help roughly a third of people 
with depression if further research 
bears out its promise, said researcher 


John Greist. 


Depression strikes about 10 million 
Americans within any six-month pe- 
riod. Human therapists can now treat 
only a fraction of that number, but 
using computers might let them reach 
more, said Greist, a psychiatry pro- 
fessor at the Univ ersity of Wisconsin 
Medical School in Madison. 

Humans would still be needed to 
screen patients for the therapy and to 
step in if the computer fails to treat 
the patient adequately, he said in a 
recent interview. 

And the therapeutic approach used 
in the study works best for people 
with only mild to moderate depres- 
sion, he said.

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Hill base may see 
cutback in forces

HILL AIR FORCE BASE, Utah 
— Hill Air Force Base was proposed 
Monday for a reduction in force, join- 
ing dozens of U.S. military installa- 
tions targeted for closure or cutbacks 
by the Department of Defense. 

Inall, 72 domestic and foreign U.S. 
military bases were marked for action 
by Defense Secretary Dick Cheney as 
“part of an ongoing effort to stream- 
line Defense Department operations 
in keeping with changing require- 
ments and future budget realities.” 

The plan must be approved by Con- 
gress. 

Rep. Jim Hansen, R-Utah, said the 
reduction would involve the loss of 10 
military jobs and 1,241 civilian posi- 
tions within the Ogden Air Logistics 
Center and 108 military and 23 civil- 
ian jobs at the Air Force System 
Command over the next five years. 

Initial reductions are expected to 
involve 125 civilian personnel by the 
beginning of fiscal year 1991. The 
Army Reserve in Utah is to be re- 
duced this year by 616 personnel in 
combat support units. 

Hansen’s spokesman, Rick Guldan, 
said it is believed most of the jobs 
eliminated at Hill would be mainte- 
nance positions in the Minuteman II 
missile program. 

Hansen termed the proposals 
“hardly much of a concern,” saying 


the reductions would eliminate fewer 
jobs than those lost to attrition, the 
loss of personnel in an organization in 
the normal course of events, such as 
retirement.“There’s no realignment, 
there’s no base closing, there’s no 
nothing. They won't even feel it,” he 
said. 

“We've lost more than that just 
through normal attrition, so Utah 
lucked out all the way around.” 

Maj. Gen. James W. Hopp, com- 
mander of the Ogden Air Logistics 
Center, said leaders of the Air Force 
Logistics Command have been look- 
ing at ways to improve efficiency for 
the past several months. 

Last week, the Ogden ALC imple- 
mented a hiring freeze as part of Pro- 
ject Streamline, he said. “Barring any 
further changes, I’m confident the 
other streamlining measures we’ve 
taken, such as-our hiring freeze and 
internal personnel realignments, will 
enable Ogden ALC to meet its re- 
quired DMR reduction of about 125 in 
fiscal year 1990 and a total of about 
1,250 over the next five years.” 

Attrition is a major factor in the 
command’s ability to meet its force 
reduction goals, said Beth Corliss, 
chief of civilian personnel. 

“Historically, Ogden’s annual oper- 
ations and maintenance attrition rate 
has been about 6.5 percent, which ac- 
counts for just over 400 people a 
year,” she said. 


Study proposed 
of education limits

A study to determine the benefits 
of minimum entrance requirements at 
Utah’s four-year universities and col- 
leges was proposed to the House Edu- 
cation Standing Committee Jan. 23. 

Bill author Rep. Douglas J. 
Holmes, R-Weber, said the study, 
which would be conducted by the 
State Board of Regents, would 
provide information to determine 
whether Utah needs to limit the num- 
ber of students.who enter the state’s 
four-year schools. 

Proponents believe this would re- 
duce overcrowding in the schoolsand 
provide incentive for high school stu- 
dents to do well, Holmes said. 

The bill cited a University of Utah 
study that asserted the need to set 
minimum entrance standards. 

If the bill passes, the new study 
would follow the framework of the U 
of U’s research. 

After about a year’s research, the 
committee assigned to the study 
would use the results to write a fol- 
low-up bill proposing either to insti- 
tute minimum entrance requirements 
or an alternate plan. 

Rolfe Kerr, State Commissioner of 


Education, said that if this study is 
found to be correct, it would solve the 
enrollment management crisis and 
preserve the quality of the education 
provided by state institutions. 

Opponents to the bill include the 
State Office of Education; Rep. Janet 
Rose, D-Salt Lake; Rep. Grant D. 
Protzman, D-Weber; and Paul Cook, 
President of Associated Students of 
Utah Universities. Opponents be- 
lieve the study, if modeled after the U 
of U’s previous research, would not 
be objective and would have a prede- 
termined result. The “automatic deci- 
sion” as Cook described it, would be 
detrimental to the future of Utah’s 
higher education. 

If minimum requirements were to 
be instituted, GPA and ACT scores 
would be the predictors for enroll- 
ment, according to Protzman. He 
questions the validity of these partic- 
ular standards. Scores on tests and 
grade point averages do not always 
determine the productivity of a stu- 
dent, Protzman said. 

Though the requirements debate 
will continue on House Bill #155, the 
committee decided to pass it with the 
deletion of the wording which stated 
the study would be “modeled after the 
University of Utah” study.

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Honecker released from hospital, arrested 


EAST BERLIN — Erich Honecker, who ruled East Germany for 18 years 
until his downfall in October, was arrested immediately after his release from 
a hospital Monday and will be tried for treason, the national prosecutor said. 

Plans to put the former Communist Party chief and three members of his 
Politburo on trial in March were announced by Prosecutor Hans-Juergen 
Joseph at a session of Parliament, where Premier Hans Modrow offered a grim 
account of the state of the nation. 

The swift action against Honecker, 77, indicates the strength of a nation- 
wide backlash against corruption in his Stalinist regime. 

Economic problems and widespread unrest have forced Modrow, the embat- 
tled Communist premier, to move the country’s first free elections up from 
May to March 18 and bring the opposition into a coalition that will govern until 
then. 

In Washington, State Department Richard Boucher said: “They seem to 
have accelerated the schedule in order to move quickly to a more stable, more 
long-term regime that’s based on the popular will. That’s something that we 
support.” 

The Soviet news agency Tass later announced that Modrow had arrived ona 
24-hour working visit in Moscow at the Kremlin’s invitation and noted it was 
his first trip there since being elected prime minister last November. 


Coup attempted, Romanian govt. says 


BUCHAREST, Romania — The government accused opponents Monday 
of attempting a coup and supporters rallied behind it, occupying the offices of 
one opposition party and forcing another’s leader to flee in an armored car. 

More than 15,000 people rallied in Bucharest to support the self-appointed 
government that took over when Communist dictator Nicolae Ceausescu was 
deposed and executed last month. News media reported similar demonstra- 
tions in several other cities, but gave no details. 

On Sunday, about 15,000 people protested in the capital, demanding the 
resignation of the Council of the National Salvation Front, the name adopted 
by the government running the country until the elections planned for May 20. 

After initially declaring its only purpose was to guide Romania through the 
immediate post-revolutionary period, the Front recently said it would enter 
candidates in the elections. 

Many opposition politicians have pointed to the Communist pasts of leading 
Front members and suggested it really is the Communist Party in disguise. 


Ground knew jet had low fuel, says FAA 


MELVILLE, N.Y. — Avianca Flight 52’s declaration of a fuel shortage 
was relayed from regional traffic controllers to controllers handling its ap- 
proach, but the urgency of the warning wasn’t clear, authorities said Monday. 

The controllers were not told by the pilot that there was an emergency, 
Federal Aviation Administration spokesman Fred Farrar said from Washing- 
ton. 

Farrar said the word used was “priority,” which “has no particular meaning 
in air traffic control. If there is an emergency, you use the word ‘emergency.’” 

The F'AA report conflicts with information provided Sunday night by the 
National Transportation Safety Board, which said the regional controllers had 
not relayed word of the fuel shortage to the local controllers. 

The Boeing 707 fell powerless into a secluded neighborhood of Cove Neck on 
New York’s Long Island on Thursday night, killing 73 of 159 people aboard, 
including the cockpit crew.

FDA blots out some use of red dye #3 


WASHINGTON — The government banned some uses of the color addi- 
tive Red No. 3 on Monday. As a result, “red” may not be as “red” in lipstick, 
cake frostings, cough drops and in some processed fruits and juices. 

The Food and Drug Administration said some uses of the dye are being 
halted because Red No. 3 in high doses has been shown to cause cancer in rats. 

The cancer risk is considered so small that the FDA said existing products 
that contain the color may be used. The ban on Red No. 3 will apply only to new 
manufacturing, the FDA said. 

The FDA action prevents the use of the red dye in products where the color

Bill may open Utah Lake to resorts

Plans to develop Utah Lake into a 
recreational resort will begin in a year 
if a bill to establish a Utah Lake Au- 
thority is passed, said Chairman of 
the Utah Lake Study Group. 

“We have the support of the 
County Commission, all Utah County 
mayors, and Gov. Bangerter has indi- 
cated he will sign the bill when it is 
placed on his desk,” said LaVorn 
Sparks. 

Public Relations Director of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Kevan 
Barney, said a version of the bill was 
presented to the legislature last year, 
but it had some problems. Since then, 
sponsors have rewritten the bill and it 
looks like it will pass this year, he 
said. 

“The principle function of the Utah 
Lake Authority will be to financially 
assist private enterprises in the de- 
velopment of various projects,” said 
Sparks. 

The Utah Lake Authority will 
screen ideas for development and 
then give its approval, said Barney. 
Sparks said the board will consist of 
13 Utah County residents. Names of 
businessmen, citizens, mayors and 
County Commissioners will be sub- 
mitted to the Governor for recom- 
mendation, he said. 

“We want to complement Utah 
Lake and see an orderly develop- 
ment,” said Barney. The Utah Lake 
Authority will stop hundreds of prop- 
erty owners from creating a chaotic 
situation, he said. 

Sparks said a tremendous amount 
of new jobs will be created. “Thou- 
sands of people will be attracted to 
Utah County — not just Provo,” said 
Sparks.

In 1981 Jones began experiments 
with fusion at room temperature. It is 
called cold fusion to distinguish it 
from fusion produced by heat. Jones 
uses “muon-catalyzed fusion” with 
negative muons in cold hydrogen. 
Jones estimates they (cold fusion re- 
searchers) are only about one-tenth of 
the way to commercial use. 

In 1986 neutrons were observed 
during experiments at BYU as a 
“clear signature for fusion,” said 
Jones. Results of the research was 
published in April in the British jour- 
nal “Nature.” Fusion researchers at 
the U of U submitted a paper to. Na- 
ture at the same time as BYU, but it 
was later withdrawn. Instead, the U 
of U researchers held a press confer- 
ence announcing they had sustained a 
nuclear reaction at room tempera- 
ture.

The evidence they presented was 
the heat produced. Since the March 
23 U of U announcement by chemists 
B. Stanley Pons and Martin Fleis- 
chmann, laboratories around the 
world have tried to duplicate the U of 
U experiment. Jones said no other lab 
has produced the heat Pons and Fleis- 
chmann said they observed. 

Several researchers have produced 
neutrons in the level observed at 
BYU. Jones said the differences be- 
tween the reported results at BYU 
and the U of U are huge. While the U 
of U measured heat and BYU mea- 
sured neutrons, the estimated equiv- 
alents are different by a factor in the 
billions.

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5ex abuse reports increasing 


Schools, media teach victims to report attacks, experts Say

PROVO — The number of sexual 
abuse cases reported in Utah County 
has nearly doubled since 1986, and 
officials say the reason is more report- 
ing of crimes, not necessarily more 
crimes. 

In 1986, the Utah County division 
of the state Child Protective Services 
office received 240 referrals of child 
sexual abuse. Last year, the number 
increased to 454. 

Also in 1989, officials noticed a sig- 
nificant increase in the reporting of 
incidents involving teenage offend- 
ers. 

J. Winslow, a fiscal analyst, said 
substantiated cases of child abuse and 
neglect have climbed 44 percent in 


Utah since 1987. 

“By and large, everyone I’ve talked 
to has suggested unless we do some- 
thing to deal with victims of abuse, 
we'll have an increasing pool of perpe- 
trators,” he said. 

But state expenditures to treat 
child-abuse victims will serve fewer 


‘than 200 children in fiscal 1990, he 


said. 

Jeanette Hafoka, Child Protective 
Services social worker, said that al- 
though population increases and 
pornography may have led to some 
small increases, the problem is re- 
ported more because people are more 
aware. 

In schools, for instance, children 
are taught about potential dangers 
and they come forward more often. 

Georgann Garcia, assistant pro- 


gram director of Parents United, a 
support group for Utah County 
families that have experienced sexual 
abuse, said sex abuse rates probably 
have not increased by much in the 
county, but reporting likely has. 

Five years ago Parents United was 
the only group of its kind in Utah 
County, but now there are six. 

Television programs dealing with 
the subject are now common, Garcia 
said, and the media is partly responsi- 
ble for helping people come forward. 

The increased reporting has taken 
a toll on social workers and the 
county’s financial resources. 

Only a little more than halfway 
through the fiscal year, the county’s 
Child Protective Services division has 
used all its outlays and is seeking help 
from the Legislature, Hafoka said.

Kirsten suffers from a rare blood 
disease, CD18, which affects her 
white blood cells. “Kirsten has 
enough white blood cells, but they 
don’t have the proper protein makeup 
to combat infection,” said Susan 
Richey, chairman of “We care for 
Kirsten.” According to Richey, 
Kirsten is the 58th of 60 persons diag- 
nosed as having CD18. The family is 
looking for a bone marrow donor. “To 
be compatible, the blood needs to 
have six of the same antigens,” said 
Kirsten’s mother, Vicki Doxey. 
Richey said the donor needs to be age 
18 to 55 with no history of hepatitis, 
AIDS; cancer‘or heart problems::. 

A ‘sereen testing will be held 
Wednesday in the LDS chapel at 355

to 7 p.m. “The initial test tests four 
antigens,” said Doxey, “and if they 
match, the person would be called 
back to test for the other two.” 

Lifesavers of California will test 
potential donors for $75. Richey said 
if a potential donor is willing to pay 
$37.50, “We Care for Kirsten” will 
match that.

Chinese students face cultural difficulties

Chinese students at BYU find the 
language barrier the most difficult ob- 
stacle to overcome, especially in the 
classroom, according to some Chinese 
students. 

Gary S. Williams, a professor of 
Asian and Near Eastern languages 
and adviser to the Chinese Student 
Association, said Chinese students 
can earry on conversations well, but 
have difficulty when teachers use 
highly specialized language. 

Williams, who has taught in China, 
said the students sometimes complain 
about his teaching method, which en- 
courages class discussion. “They told 
me they felt it (the class) was disorga- 
nized,” Williams said. 

Williams said the Chinese approach 
to education includes an authoritarian 
teacher who focuses on extrinsic 
learning. For example, while western 
critics deal with the intrinsic meaning 
and feeling of literature, Chinese crit- 
ics deal with generalities of the work 
and its author. 

Helene Meijyan Peng, a graduate 
student in international communica- 
tions at BYU and president of the 
Chinese Student Association, said 


teachers in Taiwan do not encourage 
class interaction, 

“Students just obey whatever the 
teacher says.” At BYU the teachers 
expect you to ask questions, Peng

said. 

Ti-chien Chen, a freshman from 
Tainan, Taiwan, majoring in history, 
said English is her hardest class be- 
cause it is not her native language.

The goal of members is to try 
to support each other in school, work 
and their lives, Peng said. 

The association also informs its 97 
members of job opportunities in Tai- 
wan.

“The very center of the creative act 
is playing,” Bailey said Monday dur- 


ing a lecture at the “Dollmaker’s | 
Magic Exhibit” in Provo’s McCurdy : 


Doll Museum. 

Bailey said dolls, because they are 
relatively insignificant, are a wonder- 
ful place to find freedom that comes 
through play. 

“There are scars everywhere you 


look,” Bailey said, referring to statis- 


ties on child molestation and wife 
abuse. 

“Collecting dolls is the largest 
hobby in the world, even larger than 
stamp collecting,” she said. 

During her lecture, titled “Dolls 
You Can Wear,” Bailey passed 
around examples of her work to the 
audience. 

Bailey wore purple and_ black 
striped balloon pants and a doll- 
adorned quilted coat which reflected 
her colorful personality. 

“I’m a peculiar person,” Bailey 
said. Her boldness and amusing na- 
ture earned a standing ovation after 
her lecture. 

Mariam Gourley from Orem orga- 
nized the “Dollmaker’s Magic Ex- 
hibit” a year ago in Houston, Texas. 
Gourley said the dolls were so popu- 
lar, they have since been on exhibit in 
Kentucky, the Rockefeller Center in 
New York and at quilt shows around 
the country. 

Gourley, who is a designer and con- 
sultant for VIP Fabrics and the 
Fairchild Company, said she noticed 
there was a great interest in ‘cloth 
dolls by the number: of patterns at 
quilt markets. 

“TI think people are interested in 
cloth dolls becausé porcelains such a 
cold medium,” Gourley said.

Bailey said it may take two hours or 
up to three days to complete'a doll, 
but the idea may take a couple of 
years. 

A 1963 BYU art graduate, Bailey 
did graduate work at Tyler School of 
Fine Arts in Philadelphia. 

She began her professional career 
as a dollmaker nine years ago, but has 
been making dolls for 20 years. 

Bailey said her career began when 
she went into a quilt shop in Alamo, 
Calif., and showed the employees ex- 
amples of her work. : 

They paid her to bring her cre- 
ations and give a quilt making lesson. 

Eventually, Bailey said, “I began 
to find out what people would buy.” 
She noticed anything with a doll on it 
sold rapidly, so she began to wear 
some of her dolls on quilted jackets. 

She passed around several pieces of 
her work during the lecture: a quilt 
applique coat portraying important 
people in her life, an elegant Victorian 
doll detailed with embroidery and a 
pres used-car salesman

Bailey, mother of nine children, en- 
tertained her audience by adding 
anecdotes and examples of her own 
poetry in her speech. 

Gayle Bird of Orem enjoyed the lec- 
ture and said “I love seeing her dolls 
and her creations.”
